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The  October  estimate  (first)  of  total  world  production  of  cocoa  beans  for 
the  1957-58  season  is  2,0lia,500  thousand  pounds  (912,723  long  tons)0  This 
is  less  than  #2  of  1  percent  above  the  2,0111,100  thousand  pounds  (911,205 
long  tons)  now  estimated  for  the  1956-57  year.    Small  increases  are  pre- 
dicted in  1957-58  for  North  America  and  South  America,  with  a  relatively 
larger  increase  for  Asia.    Production  in  Africa  is  expected  to  be  somewhat 
less,  however,  than  the  high  production  year  of  1956-57. 

The  United  States  is  by  far  the  largest  importer  of  cocoa  beans.    The  four 
next  largest  importers  are  the  United  Kingdom,  Western  Germany,  Netherlands 
and  France.    Russia  increased  imports  during  the  last  season  by  a  considerable 
amount.    The  Netherlands  reexports  a  sizable  quantity  of  cocoa,  and  Brazil 
domestically  consumes  close  to  one-fourth  of  her  production. 

PRODUCTION 

North  America 

Cocoa  bean  production  for  North  America  in  1957-58  is  estimated  at  172,200,000 
pounds,  or  about  1  percent  above  the  170,400,000  pounds  now  estimated  for  the 
1956-57  year.    The  production  estimate  for  1956-57  represents  an  increase 
over  the  last  estimate,  as  figures  for  the  Dominican  Republic,  Grenada,  and 
Jamaica  have  been  revised  upward. 

The  estimate  for  Costa  Rica  in  1957-58  is  the  same  as  the  1956-57  crop  esti- 
mate.   A  1957-58  increase  in  Cuba  j s  crop  is  expected,  principally  as  a  result 
of  continuing  recovery  from  the  1955  hurricane  damage  in  the  Baracoa  district. 
Much  of  the  cocoa  production  in  Cuba  receives  no  fermentation,  and  when 
fermentation  is  accomplished  it  is  very  often  under  uncontrolled  conditions. 
Properly  fermented  and  clean  beans  do  not  bring  a  premium  in  Cuba.  Numerous 
new  plantings  were  said  to  have  been  started  during  1956  in  Baracoa  and  the 
Santiago  de  Cuba  districts. 
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In  the  Dominican  Republic  general  drought  conditions  prior  to  the  beginning 
of  the  1957-58  harvest  may  have  some  adverse  affect  on  the  crop.  The 

1956-  57  crop  has,  however,  surpassed  expectations  somewhat,    Canada's  1957 
spring  crop  showed  a  very  significant  increase,  indicating  almost  full  re- 
covery from  the  hurricane  damage  which  decreased  the  size  of  the  1955-56 
crop. 

The  Jamaican  cocoa  crop  appears  to  be  on  the  increase.    The  Jamaican  Farm 
Development  Scheme  started  in  1955  for  a  period  of  one  year  has  been  ex- 
tended, and  the  government  hopes  to  be  producing  50,000  tons  in  10  years. 
The  Development  Scheme  provides  cocoa  planters  with  special  assistance 
considered  necessary  for  cocoa  production,  which  requires  operations  not 
common  to  other  agricultural  crops  -  shade,  windbreaks,  and  special  cultural 
practices.    Subsidies  to  producers  are  paid  on  a  maximum  of  10  acres  for 
each  farm.    The  cost  of  dieldrin  is  to  be  fully  subsidized,  and  is  to  be 
applied  once  every  2  years* 

The  upward  trend  in  cocoa  production  in  Mexico  is  expected  to  continue  in 

1957-  58.    The  government  drainage  project  in  the  State  of  Tabasco  is  prog- 
ressing; when  completed  will  make  thousands  of  acres  of  land  suitable  for 
cocoa  production. 

Some  production  increase  is  expected  in  Trinidad  and  Tobago  for  1957-58 
over  1956-57.  The  1956-57  crop  was  adversely  affected  by  thrip  attacks 
prevalent  in  most  districts. 

South  America 

Total  South  American  production  for  the  1957-58  crop  year  is  estimated  at 
529,500,000  pounds.    This  estimate  considers  an  October  1957  -  September  1958 
year  for  Brazil,  instead  of  the  actual  May  -  April  year  used  prior  to  this 
time.    Some  increases  in  production  are  expected  for  Colombia  and  Ecuador. 

Brazilian  production  for  the  October  1957  -  September  1958  year  could  be 
affected  considerably  by  the  amount  of  assistance  given  cocoa  growers. 
According  to  plans,  a  fund  will  be  provided  for  settlement  of  cocoa  growers1 
debts  and  for  improvement  and  renewal  of  cocoa  farming.    There  is  reportedly 
a  potential  for  considerable  expansion  of  cocoa  bean  production  in  Brazil. 
Present  estimates  of  total  production  in  the  next  year  are  approximately 
at  levels  of  the  past  2  years. 

Colombia's  cocoa  production  is  now  estimated  at  33,500,000  pounds  for 
1957-58  compared  to  a  1956-57  estimate  of  31,500,000  pounds.    Some  sources 
estimate,  however,  that  the  1957-58  crop  is  likely  to  be  even  larger. 

There  is  a  general  upward  trend  in  cocoa  bean  production  in  Ecuador . 
Therefore,  a  slight  increase  in  production  for  1957-58  is  estimated.  A 
total  production  series  has  not  been  established  for  Ecuador,  but  all  pro- 
duction is  exported  except  about  1  million  pounds  that  is  domestically 
consumed.

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Weather  conditions  have  been  favorable  in  Venezuela  for  a  normal  crop  in 
1957-58,  and  there  seems  to  be  more  interest  among  cocoa  growers  than  in 
the  past  few  years.    The  growers,  however,  have  publicized  their  need  for 
credits,  and  whether  or  not  credit  is  obtained  may  influence  the  size  of 
the  crop* 

At  the  annual  convention  of  the  Cacao  Growers  of  Venezuela,  September  26th 
and  27th,  resolutions  were  adopted  to  urge  the  government  to  establish  an 
internal  floor  price  and  to  advance  more  liberal  credits,    A  report  was 
submitted  showing  that  the  Barlovento  region  (Central)  produces  h3  percent 
of  the  annual  cocoa  crop,  while  the  Eastern  zone  annually  produces  about 
50  percent  of  the  total  crop, 

Africa 

African  production  for  1957-58  is  now  estimated  at  1,309  million  pounds© 
This  is  about  one  half  of  one  percent  below  the  1,315  million  pounds  now 
estimated  for  the  1956-57  crop,    African  production  of  cocoa  beans  in 

1956-  57  was  significantly  higher  than  at  any  time  in  the  past. 

Ghana,  the  largest  world  producer  of  cocoa  beans,  is  expected  to  have  a 

1957-  58  production  of  590  million  pounds,  compared  to  595  million  pounds 
now  estimated  for  1956-57*    Rains  from  March  to  July  were  adequate  and 
well-distributed.    Since  then,  however,  rains  have  been  fairly  heavy. 
Black  pod  damage  may  be  more  extensive  because  of  this,  but  as  the  crop 

is  reported  to  be  later  than  usual  this  year  the  late  rains  may  not  interfere 
with  harvesting  and  fermenting  the  beans.    The  capsid  spray  program  should 
account  to  some  extent  for  a  relatively  heavy  crop  anticipated  this  coming 
season. 

On  September  1,  1957,  a  new  method  of  paying  for  swollen  shoot  control  went 
into  effect  in  Ghana,    A  flat  sum  of  Jj50  per  acre  is  paid  for  trees  cut  out; 
this  is  paid  in  h  instalments,  and  the  stress  is  on  replanting.  Large 
cut-out  areas  are  measured,  and  payment  for  small  plots  is  figured  on  the 
basis  of  600  trees  per  acre.    If  swollen  shoot  appears  on  a  farm  within 
2  years  from  the  time  of  initial  cut-out  the  diseased  trees  will  be  cut  out 
without  any  compensation  to  the  farmer.    Under  the  new  procedure  the  h 
instalments  will  be  paid  as  follows:

Since  the  swollen  shoot  cut-out  campaign  began  in  Ghana,  over  63  million  trees 
have  been  removed,  with  over  11  million  cut  out  during  the  1956-57  year. 
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Sales  of  small  sprayers  in  Ghana  have  slowed  down  since  the  rule  came  into 
gffect  that  the  producer  must  pay  the  full  landed  cost  of  this  equipment. 
During  1956-57,  27,000  acres  of  cocoa  were  double  sprayed  in  the  saturation 
spray  area,  and  39>000  acres  were  double  sprayed  in  the  intensive  spray 
zone.    Yields  have  reportedly  increased  5  to  6  times  in  areas  where  capsid 
control  has  been  effective,  and  this  is  one  of  the  main  factors  contributing 
bo  increased  annual  production  of  cacao  in  Ghana. 

In  general,  swollen  shoot  is  being  held  in  check  in  Ghana,  capsid  damage 
is  being  reduced  by  spraying,  and  the  general  condition  of  the  trees  is  re- 
ported to  be  good.    During  the  past  year  a  program  of  soil  improvement  and 
fertilizer  research  was  initiated  by  the  West  African  Cocoa  Research  Institute 
and  the  Department  of  Agriculture.    Long  term  increase  in  cacao  production 
in  Ghana  is  expected  to  come  from  higher  per-acre  yields  and  not  from  expanded 
acreage • 

ft.  slightly  smaller  crop  is  predicted  for  Nigeria  for  1957-58  compared  to 
1956-57 •    The  incidence  of  black  pod  this  season  is  reported  to  be  considerably 
above  that  last  season.    Repeated  spraying  with  copper  compounds  has  kept 
it  fairly  well  under  control,  but  this  disease  may  prevent  the  1957-58  crop 
from  reaching  the  300-million-pound  estimate.    As  in  Ghana,  the  main  1957-58 
crop  is  said  to  be  about  one  month  late. 

An  intensive  training  program  has  been  underway  in  Nigeria.    It  is  reported 
that  25,891  cocoa  farmers  have  been  trained  in  methods  of  controlling  black 
pod  and  that  35  power  sprayers  and  25,000  small  hand  sprayers  are  now  being 
used.    Swollen  shoot  is  being  held  in  check,  but  the  damage  from  capsids 
in  the  Western  Region  is  believed  to  be  more  severe  per  unit  area  than  it 
is  in  Ghana. 

kbout  2,000  acres  of  cocoa  has  been  planted  so  far  during  1957*    Most  of  this 
was  on  the  Production  Board  Plantation  at  Apoje.    The  1958  program  calls  for 
distribution  of  U,000,000  Amazon  seedlings  (pods  coming  from  Ghana). 

Increases  in  production  for  1957-58  are  predicted  for  the  French  Cameroons 
and  for  the  Belgian  Congo »  as  production  is  trending  upward  in  both  of  these 
countries.    A  slightly  smaller  crop  is  predicted  for  French  West  Africa 
(mostly  Ivory  Coast)  for  1957-58.    Cross-border  movements  from  French  To go land 
and  the  Ivory  Coast  will  probably  not  be  nearly  as  much  for  1957-58  as  for 
1956-57,  for  producer  prices  in  the  coming  season  are  expected  to  be  near 
the  same  levels  in  these  countries. 

ksia  and  Oceania 

Socoa  bean  production  for  1957-58  for  Asia  and  Oceania  is  estimated  at  33©7 
million  pounds,  compared  with  an  estimated  29-mill i on-pound  crop  for  1956-57. 
Hiis  increase,  if  realized,  would  amount  to  16  percent,  and  is  the  largest 
increase  predicted  for  any  continent. 
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Western  Samoa  is  expected  to  continue  to  increase  production,  as  are  Nev  Guine 
and  the  Philippines . 


It  is  said  that  the  cocoa  acreage  in  Papua  and  New  Guinea  increased  from 
3l*,500  acres  in  195U-55  to  1*6,500  acres  in  1955-56,    Acreages  of  European 
holdings  reportedly  have  increased  from  28,000  to  39,000  acres  while  native 
acreage  during  this  period  increased  from  6,500  to  7,500  acres. 

Over  the  past  few  years  there  has  not  been  much  change  in  the  amount  of 
production  in  Indonesia,  Ceylon 9  and  New  Hebrides.    Reports  received  from 
New  Guinea  indicate  that  most  of  the  Solomon  Islands  are  now  planting  cocoa 
(using  seedlings).    Some  of  this  cocoa  is  of  the  Criollo  type,  but  the 
tendency  is  toward  Forastero.    Production  in  New  Guinea  is  all  native, 
and  there  appears  to  be  good  potential  for  expansion. 

In  Malaya  the  only  new  commercial  crop  on  the  horizon  at  this  time  is  cocoa. 
It  still  remains  to  be  seen  whether  or  not  it  can  be  economically  grown  on 
a  commercial  scale.    There  are  now  two  cocoa  plantations  of  about  800  or 
900  acres,  but  it  will  be  another  year  before  there  will  be  any  commercial 
production. 

TRADE  AND  MARKETING 

African  Exports 

From  October  1,  1956,  to  September  1,  1957 >  the  principal  importers  of  cacao 
from  Ghana  were  West  Germany  (U9,67U  tons);  the  United  States  (1*6,71*9  tons) ; 
the  United  Kingdom  (l*l*,805  tons);  U.S.S.R.  (39,222  tons);  and  the  Netherlands 
(38,550  tons).    Many  other  countries  purchased  from  Ghana  in  smaller  quantities. 

The  principal  buyers  from  Nigeria  were  the  United  Kingdom,  the  United  States, 
and  the  Netherlands.    From  October  1,  1956,  to  September  1,  1957,  exports  to 
these  countries  in  the  order  listed  above  were  50,14*2  tons,  29,650  tons,  and 
22,825  tons.    Nigerian  exports  to  West  Germany  during  this  period  were  10,357 
long  tons. 

South  American  Trade 

Brazil !s  sales  to  foreign  markets  from  the  1957-58  crop  (May-^April)  up  to 
September  28  are  said  to  have  reached  about  119  million  pounds.    About  75 
percent  of  this  total  was  in  bean  form,  and  the  other  25  percent  was  in 
products.    Brazil  has  maintained  a  minimum  price  for  the  1957-58  crop 
(May-April)  of  31»60  cents  per  pound  f .  o.  b.    Under  the  price  support  pro- 
gram effective  for  this  crop  the  government  has  purchased  beans  for  processing 
into  butter  and  liquor,  and  these  products  will  be  sold  as  convenient  to  the 
interests  of  Brazil.    Of  cacao -producing  countries  Brazil  is  the  largest 
consumer;  it  is  estimated  that  domestic  consumption  is  close  to  25  percent 
of  production. 
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Among  countries  producing  cacao  Colombia  is  the  second  largest  consumer,  with 
consumption  being  well  above  total  production.    Demand  in  the  near  future  is 
expected  to  continue  heavy,  and  potential  cacao  consumption  in  Colombia  is 
reported  to  be  about  30  percent  higher  than  at  present.    During  the  calendar 
year  1956  Ecuador  was  the  largest  supplier  of  cacao  to  Colombia,  with  Panama 
ranking  second,  and  Ghana  third, 

All  Cuban  exports  of  cocoa  beans  in  1956  were  to  the  United  States •  Exports 
for  the  year,  however,  amounted  to  only  about  287,000  pounds.  Some  increase 
in  availabilities  for  export  is  expected  for  the  coming  year. 

Approximately  95  percent  of  Ecuador 's  exports  of  cocoa  beans  are  from  the 
port  of  Guayaquil.    Venezuela  now  allows  Eastern  area  beans  to  be  exported 
from  La  Guaira.    Venezueland  cocoa  is  exported  to  many  countries,  but  by 
far  the  largest  amount  to  the  United  States. 

Prices 

Producer  prices  for  cocoa  beans  in  Nigeria  are  the  same  for  1957-58  as  for 
1956-57 i  except  in  the  Eastern  Region  where  there  was  a  reduction  in  order 
bo  have  uniform  prices  throughout  Nigeria.    Average  f .  o.  b.  price  for  grade 
I  and  II  combined  during  1957-58  was  3al79  per  long  ton  (about  22. k  cents  per 
pound).    It  is  reported  that  there  are  U6  buying  agents  and  122  buying 
stations  in  Nigeria.    The  table  below  gives  a  comparison  of  producer  prices 
for  1956-57  and  1957-58.

Et  appears  from  the  above  table  that  the  Eastern  Region  of  Nigeria  has  a  lower 
producer  price  than  other  regions  for  1957-58.    This  is  not  the  case,  however, 
for  the  Eastern  Region  does  not  have  a  purchase  tax,  while  the  other  regions 
have  a  fcU-per-ton  purchase  tax  which  is  deducted  from  the  producer  price. 

rhe  1957-58  main  crop  price  in  Ghana  has  been  set  at  72  shillings  per  60 
pound  (about  16.8  cents  per  pound).    There  is  a  possibility  that  some  of  the 
1956-57  mid-crop  was  held  back  with  the  hope  that  producer  prices  would  be 
raised  for  the  1956-57  crop.    Over  £10,000,000  of  the  Cocoa  Marketing  Board's 
reserves  were  reportedly  used  to  maintain  the  1956-57  producer  price;  but 
after  interest  on  loans  is  considered,  the  actual  loss  of  reserve  funds  was 
around  i»5, 000,  000. 
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Cross-border  movements  of  cocoa  beans  are  expected  to  be  less  in  1957-58 
than  for  1956-57*    During  1956-57  it  is  reported  that  considerable  quantities 
of  cocoa  beans  moved  from  French  Togoland  and  the  Ivory  Coast  into  Ghana. 
Producer  prices  for  these  countries  for  1957-58  have  been  set  very  near  to 
the  Ghana  price. 

There  is  more  involved  in  cross-border  movements,  however,  than  the  producer 
price.    Exchange  rates  and  premiums  on  certain  currencies  are  also  factors 
to  be  considered. 

Weekly  auctions  for  cocoa  were  inaugurated  in  Colombo,  Ceylon  on  August  28, 
1957 •    It  is  expected  that  the  auctioning  of  cocoa  will  give  the  market 
more  stability. 

U.  S.  Imports  and  Consumption 

Arrivals  of  cocoa  beans  in  the  United  States  during  January  -  September  1957 
were  20  percent  below  the  first  9  months  of  1956.    In  January  and  July  1957 
arrivals  were  slightly  higher  than  in  the  same  2  months  of  1956.    For  the 
other  7  months  of  this  9  month  period,  1957  arrivals  were  below  those  for  the 
same  month  of  1956.    Consumption  of  cocoa  in  the  United  States  during  1957, 
however,  apoarently  is  somewhat  above  1956. 

Grindings  for  the  first  9  months  of  1957  are  estimated  to  be  about  6.2  percent 
above  the  similar  period  of  1956.    Cocoa  utilization  in  the  United  States  in 
1956  exceeded  1953  slightly,  and  was  higher  than  any  other  year  except  1950. 
There  will  probably  be  little  change  in  stocks  during  calendar  1957. 
Beginning  with  1953  and  continuing  through  1956  there  has  been  a  build-up 
in  stocks  every  year. 

Since  World  War  II,  annual  per  capita  consumption  of  cocoa  products 
(excluding  cocoa  butter)  in  the  United  States  has  fluctuated  around  h  pounds 
(bean  equivalent).    The  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  of  the  U.  S.  Department 
of  Agriculture  (in  a  series  beginning  with  1909)  has  calculated  the  ten-year 
19U7-1956  civilian  per  capita  consumption,  and  estimated  that  for  1957,  as 
follows :

futures  markets  for  cocoa  have  been  established  to  facilitiate  and  foster 
trade  and  commerce  in  cocoa  beans  and  products.    Futures  trading  is  done 
Ln  New  York  and  on  the  London  and  Amsterdam  terminal  markets.    The  largest 
cocoa  futures  market  was  established  in  New  lork  in  1925  and  is  known  as 
the  New  York  Cocoa  Exchange,  Inc.    The  Exchange  maintains  a  place  for 
ourchases  and  sales  in  New  York  City,  and  according  to  its  charter  attempts 
bo  reform  any  abuses  in  the  trading,  to  promote  uniformity  and  certainty 
in  customs  and  usages  of  such  trade  and  commerce,  and  to  maintain  just  and 
equitable  orinciples  in  the  trade.    It  also  affords  manufacturers  and  traders 
a  method  of  protecting  their  investments  by  hedging. 

rhe  cocoa  futures  market  represents  a  form  of  forward  pricing,  which  is  very 
important  to  any  one  storing  beans  or  products  for  future  disposition.  When 
decisions  are  made  as  to  when  and  how  much  to  store  and  how  long  such  stocks 
should  be  held  it  is  good  to  have  the  best  judgment  available.    The  net 
judgment  of  many  traders  is  represented  by  the  futures  prices  of  the  New  lork 
Cocoa  Exchange.    Normally  the  cash  price  of  cocoa  beans  would  be  below  the 
futures  price  by  the  amount  of  carrying  costs  between  the  two  periods,  and 
therefore  divergences  from  this  represent  expected  changes  in  supply  and  or 
demand.
